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People Of All Ages 
Need Meat In Diets 
For Good Nutrition 


The Florida Beef Council has 
been promoting the consumption 
of more beef, which should bene- 
fit not only the Florida beef in- 
dustry but those who eat beef as 
well. And a University of Florida 
research worker says proper nu- 
trition—which includes. meat in 
the diet—is just as important as 
the development of H bombs and 
jet airpjanes. 

Dr. A. Z. Palmer points out 
that the “coffee and” breakfast so 
common throughout this county 
today violates one of the basic 
principles of nutrition—each meal 
should be balanced. He adds that 
a well balanced meal is built 
around the meat dish or the pro- 
tein food. Here are some highlights 
of recently reported nutritional 
research dealing with the value of 
meat in the diet, as enumerated by 
Dr. Palmer, 

Meat is an important food for 
school children; it supplies pro- 
tein which helps to build resistance 
to infections. “You may send a 
child to school well filled, but “it 
takes meat to stick to the ribs and 
keep him from being hungry by 
mid-morning,” says the animal 
scientist. 

Meat supplies ample amounts of 
iron and protein, which help to 
build healthy blood and prevent 
anemia. All red meats are import- 
ant for babies, teen-agers and old- 
er people. Liver is one of the best 
sources of iron and is rich in other 
dietary essentials. 

Meat is important to the person 
who has undergone an operation. 
It promotes speedier healing and 
restores lost blood. Meat is now 
included in the diet of patients 
with liver and kidney diseases. 
Previously it was thought that 
meat causes damage to these or- 
gans, but now it is known -that 
meat contributes to the repair of 
liver and kidney damage. 

Older people whose diet contains 
more beef, veal, pork and lamb are 
in better health and more alert 
and active than those whose diet 
contains less meat. ` 

Meat is unmatched by any other 
food in satisfying hunger, and its 
sticks to the ribs.
